Irish Violence Kills 
Nine, 25 are W ounded 


BELFAST 
(UPI) 
- 
Nine 
persons were killed and at least 
25 
were 
wounded 
over 
the 
weekend in “the worst explo­ 
sion of...violence” since British 
troops 
arrived 
in 
Northern 
Ireland 
3% 
years 
ago, 
the 
British army said Sunday. 
Six of the dead were gunmen 
killed by British troops 'before 
dawn 
Sunday in 
a 
running 
battle through the streets of 
Belfast. 
Assassins or submachine-gun 
gangs killed the other three 
victims and caused all of the 
other casualties. One man was 
shot dead in his cafe, another 
was founded stabbed in a canal 
and a third was machinegunned 
on a street corner. 
The new deaths brought the 
toll in Northern Ireland since 
August 1969 to 710. The dead 
include Roman Catholics, Pro­ 
testants and soldiers. 
“This is the worst explosion 
of outright sectarian violence 
between 
the 
Catholics 
and 
Protestants we have ever seen 
here,” 
an Army 
spokesman 
said. 
The 
trouble began 
shortly 
before 
midnight 
outside 
a 
Chinese restaurant on a corner 
where many Catholics wait for 
buses or taxis on their way 
home through the perilous city. 
Gunmen in a passing car 
sprayed the crowd with bullets. 
Six 
persons 
were 
seriously 


injured in the shooting, includ­ 
ing one who died later at a 
hospital. 
As itroops rushed to the area, 
gunmen opened fire from a 
maze of tiny streets. 
In a fierce, four-hour battle 
with the gunmen, British troops 
knocked out street lights in the 
area and fought with special 
night-vision telescopes on their 
rifles. 
The army said at least a 
dozen gunmen 
took 
up 
the 
battle, ducking in and out of the 
rows of houses and firing from 
alleys 
and 
windows. 
Firing 
continued until 3:30 a.m. 
Soldiers searched the area 
after daylight and found the 
bodies of six gunmen. 
Gun gangs roamed the streets 
through the night, firing on 
■pedestrians. In 
one 
Catholic 
district, they shot down nine 
persons, wounding three seri­ 
ously. In another area, two 
gunmen walked 
into a cafe 
owned by a middle-aged Cathol­ 
ic and shot him dead as he ran 
for the back door. 
Early Sunday morning, chil­ 
dren found the naked body of a 
man in his early 20s lying in a 
shallow canal beside an unused 
railway spur in East Belfast.

said 
he 
had 
been 
beaten, stabbed several times 
and 
shot 
repeatedly 
in 
the 
head. Police said the partially 
burned body was thrown into 
the water during the night.

Area Woman 
Is Seriously 
Hurt in Crash 


A Boyertown area woman was 
injured seriously early Sunday 
when she lost control of her 
car and slammed into a utility 
pole along Farmington Avenue 
in Upper Pottsgrove Township. 
Ruth Foley, 32, Boyertown RD 
2, was taken in a Good Will 
ambulance to Medical Center 
North where she was given 
e m e r g e n c y treatment and 
transferred to Reading Hospital. 
A spokesman for the Reading 
hospital said Mrs. Foley suf­ 
fered a fractured skull, multiple 
facial cuts and multiple con­ 
tusions of both legs. 


VERY POOR 
The woman, who was un­ 
conscious when admitted to the 
hospital, was reported in “very 
poor” condition in the intensive 
care unit late Sunday night. 
Upper Pottsgrove police said 
the accident occurred shortly 
before 3:30 a.m. as Mrs. Foley 
reportedly was heading home. 
Patrolman Greg Ciaccio said 
Mrs. Foley was driving north 
on Farmington Avenue, a half 
mile north of Diamond Street, 
when she apparently fell asleep 
at the wheel. 
Ciaccio said the woman’s car 
drifted off the east side of the 
two-lane highway, veered back 
onto the highway .and crossed 
into the southbound lane before 
skidding back off the east side 
of the road. 
The patrolman reported the 
auto ran up an embankment 
flipped on its side and slammed 
into the pole. 


SHEARED AT BASE 
The top of the Foley auto was 
ripped open on impact with the 
pole which was sheared at its 
base. 
Power to homes in the area

interrupted 
but

Shapp’s budget address to the 
joint session is scheduled for 
T u e s d a y afternoon.

Senate Plans to Take Up

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a 
possible 
showdown 
with 
the 
White House, the Democra tic- 
controlled 
Senate 
plans 
this 
week to take up some of the 
bills 
passed 
last 
year 
and 
vetoed by President Nixon after 
Congress had adjourned. 
One of the measures, among 
about 10 blocked by Nixon after 
Congress had no further chance 
to override his decision, would 
boost federal aid for airport 
development. Action on that bill 
was expected today and Sen­ 
ate Democratic leaders also 
were hoping to get to others 
covering older Americans and 
vocational rehabilitation before 
the start of a Lincoln holiday 
recess Thursday. 
The House also appeared to 
be headed toward a clash with 


Nixon over spending. Members 
probably will move about mid­ 
week 
on a bill 
that would 
require the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment to spend 
$210 
million 
impounded by the President for 
the Rural Environmental As­ 
sistance Program (REAP). 
The outcome of such efforts 
to fight Nixon on spending and

W hatever else may be said for or 
against the Nixon budget for fiscal. 1974, 
the approach is totally different from that 
taken by any president in the last quarter 
century. 
. Over the years the trend has been to 
add new federal programs on top of the 
Qld, frequently with an increasing tempor 
Assuming Congress agrees, fiscal 1974 
will be a year of consolidating and elimi­ 
nating program s which have outlived 
their usefulness or failed from the begin­ 
ning. 
* Some of them , like urban housing 
program s, have involved billions of dol­ 
lars over the years. 


Much criticism cam e from several 
cabinet officers regarding some of the 
program s, so their elimination or cur­ 
tailment is not surprising. The scope of 
the retrenchm ent of social projects which 
were favorites of past administrations 
may be greater than expected. 
* That, with the large number of cut­ 
backs, the total budget is still nearly $20 
billion higher than the current one (and 
includes a planned $12 billion deficit) 
indicates the growth potential for swallow­ 
ing even greater quantities of tax dollars. 
What it might have been had pruning 
shears not been used can be predicted in 
one word: considerable. 


Removing the Jazz 


- Linguists long have been informed 
and sometimes amused by the contribu­ 
tions other languages make to their own. 
W hether the native tongue is one of the 
fundamental, rom ance languages or one 
— like English — which has been de­ 
veloped from m any derivatives, the adop­ 
tion of “foreign” syllables and sounds 
stim ulates and expands the original. 
For that reason it is difficult to under­ 
stand the French government’s attem pt 
to purge its national tongue, in official 
usage at least, of foreign invaders. Judg­ 
ing by the list of 350 words now in 


common usage which are to be deleted 
from communications with or by the 
government, the main object of the ban 
seems to be Americaneeze. 
Only a French bureaucrat presumably 
could say what is so subversive about 
such words as “tanker,” “flashback” or 
“zoning.” 
Nor has mention been made of the 
penalties which might befall a thought­ 
less employe of the government-owned 
television network, who talks about a “one- 
man show” over the air when what he 
meant, of course, is “ spectacle solo.”

Correct Speech Defects Early

At what age should a parent 
get help for a child who con­ 
tinues to speak baby talk? 
Our 5-year old daughter, now 
in kindergarten, still speaks this 
way. My husband feels we 
should not bother the child with 
professional help at this age. 
MRS. H.E.V., S.C. 
Dear Mr* V .: 
There is a great temptation 
to perpetuate a child’s char­ 
ming baby talk. And parents 
frequently fall into the same 
pattern of speech when talking 
to the child. 
Yet it must be discouraged 
before it interferes with the 
relationship between the child 
and other children at school or 
at play. 
I want to emphasize that by 
"discouragement” 
I 
do 
not 
mean it should be stopped by 
punishment or by ridicule, for 
that would create greater and 
more 
significant 
emotional 
problems. 
A child’s 
relationship with 
other children 
In the early 


formative years depends to a 
great measure on good speech. 
Baby talk must actually be 
considered a speech defect that 
needs to be remedied. 
Any speech 
disorder is 
a 
great handicap to a child and 
to an adult. It is estimated that 
more than two million people 
in the United States have some 
kind of speech defect which 
interferes 
with 
their 
social, 
s e h o 1 a s t i c 
or 
business 
relationships, 
All speech defects should be 
investigated 
at 
the 
earliest 
possible age. Only In this way 
can 
the 
child’s 
social 
ad­ 
justment and achievement be 
maintained. 
A m o n g 
many 
possible 
physical reasons for a child’s 
speech 
defects 
are: 
malfor­ 
mations of the jaw. cleft palate, 
and bands of adhesions that tie 
down the tongue. 
Also, since all speech depends 
on good hearing it is important 
to be sure there are no hidden 


ear defects or impairment of 
hearing. Poor development of 
speech patterns is often at­ 
tributable to hearing defects. 
It is obvious your child’s 
speech needs correction if she 
is 
to 
be 
spared 
the 
em­ 
barrassment that so often ac­ 
companies 
this 
situation 
at 
school. 
Consultatioñ at this time with 
a speech therapist would not be 
the burden on your child that 
your husband considers it to be. 
Speech 
terapists 
are 
highly 
trained. In addition, they have 
a 
keen 
insight 
into ' the 
psychological 
techniques 
for 
remedying these speech defects. 
Dr. Doris Leberfe Id, of the 
C e n t e r 
for 
communication 
Disorders in New York City, is 
a leading American authority on 
all patterns of speech com­ 
munication. She believes that 
the key to the rehabilitation of 
all people with speech defects 
is to begin therapy as soon as 
the abnormality is recognized.

Vibrations Still Alive 
Of Shingle Tragedy

As the door of the ancient springhouse on th t 
Shingle property opened and Edith Lorraine 
W arren stepped out, I stood extrem ely close to 
her. She wore what I read to be definite relief on 
her petite, delicate features. She had not enjoyed 
her few moments alone inside the springhouse. 


It was cold inside—a coldness that came not 
only from dampness, but a. coldness that ran. 
around your insides, It had to do with the super­ 
natural. 
"I get a picture of this unfortunate woman 
(Hannah Shingle) as having a mannish figure, 
straight, stocky, strong. Brown hair hanging 
straight down, no features — there are no features 
that I can distinguish in her face. I only get an 
impression of this strong m annish body,” Mrs. 
W arren spoke in answer to a direct question I 
had asked. 
“Could you say that such a woman as you 
describe possibly might have operated a woman’s 
garm ent shop — say millinery, womens’ dress­ 
making, and been commended for placing an at­ 
tractive display of lady’s dresses in her show 
window in her shop at Pughtown? Could such a 
w’oman as you sense, have been the same Hannah 
Shingle whom I described in a long-ago M ercury 
column?” 


"Oh yes, this is entirely possible. I am des­ 
cribing her physical characteristics only at a 
period, say 25 years after the m om ent you speak 
of.”

“Do you sense death in the springhouse?” I 
once again asked. 
Mrs. W arren shook her head. “No, her killing 
did not take place in that room. That was used 
for other purposes.” 


I stood very close to Mrs. W arren, trying my 
best to interpret the faintest change of expres­ 
sion, seeking if possible to read the slightest in­ 
terpretation of our story of the long-ago m urdered 
Hannah Shingle from any possible loose vibra­ 
tions. 


“ No. That room in there was used for orgies. 
I sense long ago orgies taking place there. Rituals. 
Black art — witchcraft — perhaps a love cult or 
pact — the place was the scene of sex orgies.” 


I, too, had sensed something not exactly 
healthy within the ancient springhouse, though 
I have not the adeptness nor knowledge of how to 
interpret my own vague sensations. In order for 
a woman such as Mrs. W arren, gifted with a 
sense of clairvouancy, to receive true im pres­ 
sions, undiluted by the presence of other persons, 
she goes into the room or through the house en­ 
tirely by herself pausing at each point where 
vibrations from the past reach her. 


The happenings of a house or of a building— 
the emotions, the dram as and the conflicts and 
happiness of life — never leave those walls. A 
person so gifted as Mrs. W arren of the husband- 
and-wife team of “New England’s Ghost Hunting 
Couple,” may be able to reconstruct to some 
m easure just what had taken place within the 
chambers.

“What im pressions did you 
receive from the main Shingle house itself?I*

feel it at the head of the stairw ay. I felt it in my 
throat — my hands autom atically reached up to 
my throat. Someone standing there had long ago 
been gasping for breath.” 


“ Hannah Shingle,” I inform ed her quietly,, 
“ was beheaded. That’s probably why you fail to 
see features in her face. A m an cam e in at night 
to rob her house. He took her axe with which she 
had tried to defend herself and battered in her 
head.” 


Mrs. W arren nodded with a sad sort of sigh. 
It seemed to m e as though the haunting had 
suddenly clarified in her own mind. Before she 
entered the house, she had requested not to be 
told any circum stances, nor any speculation of 
Chester County’s tragedy which for so long had 
shaken the people of the Shenkle Church area. 
At my request all of us strolled down the lane 
past the ancient building that once had served 
as general store, walked along the road until it 
crossed a small bridge spanning the stream that 
originated in the cellar of the one-time Shingle 
springhouse. 
H ere 
Hanna's 
spirit 
had 
been 
observed one night in 1879 by a local resident 
returning from the store in his carriage (See The 
M ercury, Nov. 24, 1972).

I told her 
about the never-forgotten Shingle case of Shenkle 
Valley. The party was then organized by the 
students of the T eacher’s College. Permission was 
granted by the generous present owners of the 
property for a safari to Shenkle Valley, Mrs.) 
W arren and her husband were invited to come 
from Fairfield, Conn. and give her professional „ 
impressions of the ancient property. 
My wife and I were guests along with 35 eager, 
curious, enthusiastic students — and upon this 
unforgettable day in January we all scampered 
over the cem etery and over the form er home of 
the late and lam ented Hannah Shingle of Shenkle 
Valley.

Budget Offering Sure to Draw Fire

HARRISBURG — One of the 
m ore “curious” chores of any 
.governor Is the annual presen­ 
tation of his budget to the legis­ 
lature (“Curious” 
perhaps to 
the taxpayers who are going to 
underwrite it). 


Gov. Milton J . Shapp’s yet- 
to-be-offered, 
fiscal tome for 
upcoming fiscal 1973-74 (due to 
be 
presented 
Tuesday) 
most 
certainly will be no exception. 
When you start dabbling in bil­ 
lions and fractions thereof, it’s 
a bit on the awkward side. 


Invariably the ruler of the 
gubernatorial hothouse on Capi­ 
tol Hill becomes the butt of 
critical and ofttimes em barrass­ 
ing criticism when the ledger 
is peeled out — regardless of 
whether it is. a '“ surplus” bud­ 
get or a "deficit" budget. 
In the present instance Penn­ 


sylvania is endowed with one 
of those “ non-deficit’' budgets, 
that is, as the present fiscal 
year heads down the road to 
the poop-out point June 30 and 
the start of the new fiscal year, 
no legitimate 
deficit is 
pro­ 
jected. 


In fact the projection, and 
It’s a rather solid projection 
at that, is. that the fiscal year 
will end with a severs l-million- 
farthing surplus — a surplus 
anti-administration 
Republican 
lawmakers claim is due to the 
“excessively high” 2.3 per cent 
state income tax rale, while 
his excellency claims that It 
is due in great degree to more 
efficient operation of state go­ 
vernment. 


“ Efficient operation” of bu­ 
reaucracy is always a most 
nebulous, item, — 
a favorite 
chanting point of bureaucrats 


themselves, particularly gover­ 
nors. 


For the most part it, is noth­ 
ing more than defensive hot 
air, obvious to almost anyone 
who watches spending and bu­ 
reaucratic payrolls mount ever 
skyward. Nips here and there 
invariably are negated by in­ 
creases 
and 
upswings 
else­ 
where. 


Unquestionably 
the overage 
with which the Keystone State 
Is expected to end the current 
fiscal year is due more to the 
rate of the income tax that 
the 
efficiencies 
Shapp' 
may 
have Instituted. 


But 
perhaps 
the 
governor 
feels that to wind up the fiscal 
year with a surplus — in con­ 
trast to the 
near half-billion 
deficit he inherited when he 
assumed office — will place 
he and .Democratic followers in 


good voter posture (what with 
the next year being a guber­ 
natorial election, year). 


On this score, perhaps, Shapp 
might take a page from veteran 
Democratic old pro David L. 
Lawrence, who during his te­ 
nure as governor insisted on a 
tight and snappy fiscal ship 
of state leaning toward sur­ 
passes. 


It was one of the prime cam ­ 
paign points of 1962. It was 
supposed to help Democrat Ri­ 
chardson Dilworth into the gu- 
bem a tori a 1 
cha ir. 
Republican 
William W arren Scranton hiked 
up Capitol Hill instead. Growl­ 
ed one top Lawrence aide and 
Dilworth 
campaign 
strategist 
after it was all over: 


“ A surplus doesn’t mean a 
thing; the taxpayer wants that 
surplus in his own pocket — 
not here.” 


On the other hand, if a chief 
,executive winds up with a de­ 
ficit, he’s ripped from, one end 
of the legislative/political yard- 
arm to the other for “ p o r 
tax-revenue projection” , “ inef­ 
ficient operation”, “ failure to 
hold the line” — you name it 
and you’ve got it! 
It’s just tough, to win. Fis­ 
cal m atters are about, as touchy 
as anything when it comes to 
political involvement. 
There is 
always the great 
phrase, 
“ the 
taxpayer” , 
at 
stake in anything that even re­ 
motely involves fiscal affairs 
— from the standpoint of the 
political old pro. 
In 
the 
present 
case, 
that 
“ taxpayer” is indeed personal­ 
ly involved, what with the state 
income tax nipping from him 
(or her) directly instead of di­ 
rectly, as is the c u e with so- 
called hidden or indirect taxes!

Leaves Many Baffled 


NEW YORK — Every year, 
as I’m sure you know, the New 
Yorker celebrates its anniver­ 
sary (it was founded in 1925) 
by republishing its first cover. 
The 
cover 
shows 
a 
foppish 
gentlem an called Eustace Til­ 
ley, high-hatted and high-chok- 
ered, 
gazing 
at 
a 
butterfly 
through his monocle. 
Lots of people who see the 
cover today have no Idea what 
it’s all about, and I’ve heard 
people say things like; 
“ It’s 
nuts .. . . I don’t get it . . . 
Why do they have a crazy 
cover like that?” 
Well, I certainly don’t know 
just why Eustace Tilley, the 
high-hatted dandy, is inspect­ 
ing the butterfly through his 
monocle, but I do know that 
an 
artist 
named. 
Rea 
Irvin, 
sketched him for editor Harold 
Ross when he brought out the 
first issue of the New Yorker, 
and the magazine has rerun 
it each year out of pure senti­ 
m ent. 
I once asked Rea, Irvin, who 
was the New Y orker’s first art 
director, why he had created 
Eustace Tilley, 
and 
why he 
had pictured him observing the 
butterfly. He sighed, thought 
for a moment, and finally said: 
“ I don’t know. It just seem­ 
ed like the right thing at that 
tim e.” 
Rea died last 
year in St. 
Croix, the Virgin Islands, where 
he’d gone to live in retirement, 
and his friend and mine, Jam es 
Nelson, In writing about the 
great 
artist, 
indicated 
that, 
even though Rea might have 
said he didn’t know why he 
drew Eustace Tilley, he really 
had a good reason for every­ 
thing. 
Jim quotes E. B. White as 
saying that Rea 
brought “ a 
certain jauntiness and elegance” 
to the early New Yorker. “ Rea,” 
said White, “ knew what he was 
doing. 
Mast of 
us 
in those 
happy times didn’t have any 
Idea 'w hat we were doing, we 
just gathered around. 
“ Rea set the tone — in art, 
In 
humor, 
in 
am iability, 
in 
honesty. He was the first real­ 
ly im portant thing that happen­ 
ed to The New Yorker, and 
although the m agazine might 
have survived if he had not 
showed up. I wouldn’t want to 
take the bet.” 
Nelson says that Rea once 
explained to him how the week­ 
ly a rt meetings at The New 
Y orker were run. The drawings 
— by such people as Peter 
Arno, Charles Adda ms, Gluyas 
Williams, Jam es T h u r b e r , 
George Price, M ary Petty, and 
Helen Hokinson — were put up 
on an easel, one after another. 
And 
the 
staff 
m em bers 
sat 
around and made comments. 
One week Rea had. a paint­ 
ing of his own up for conside­ 
ration — a scene of a Belgian 
village that had been destroyed 
by German panzers. It was 
winter and snowing. 
Ross looked at the painting. 
He 
then 
opened 
the 
center 
drawer of his desk, took out 
a long ruler, walked to the 
painting and measured it — 
this way and that. He turned,

There was nothing 
in it but a single envelope. 
The envelope contained quite 
a bit of cash, but what intri­ 
gued the new owners mast was 
Ross' scribble on the outside 
of the envelope:

He was different at the ranch..

Lyndon Baines Johnson was 
the consummate politician. He 
was, as they said, a wheeler- 
dealer. No one knew better how 
to count.

Kennedy was a tough, act to 
follow.

Continuance of War 
Appears Pointless

NEW YORK — The war in 
Vietnam, probably could have 
ended: a long tim e ago, and thus 
many lives and vast fortunes 
would have been saved. If It 
had ended, say about the time

November 
of 
1963 
when 
President Kennedy was thinking 
of pulling some of our 17.000 
“ advisers” out of there, perhaps 
the outcome would, not have 
been 
much 
different 
than 
today’s stagnant stalem ate. 
That’s part of the hell of war 
that Gen. Sherman had in mind, 
along with his feelings about the 
slaughter 
involved. 
The late 
Karl Von 
Wiegand, 
Hears!’s. 
g o a t e e d 
correspondent 
in 
Germany during the early part 
of World War I, told Hal Boyle 
and 
me 
at 
his 
place 
of 
retirem ent near Cairo, a long 
time later., that Crown. Prince 
Wilhelm cam e to him in August, 
1914, 
and 
said, 
“ My 
dear 
Wiegand, 
tell 
Pappa 
(the 
K aiser' that we have already 
lost this war. You know him 
well, 
so 
please 
tell 
him. 
Whenever 1 try to tell him he 
gets furious;.”1 
The1 war 'Continued for four 
more years, wiped out the youth 
of the nations involved in it, 
bled Europe white, did not, as 
advertised 
by 
the 
victors, 
“ make 
the 
world 
safe 
for 
'democracy.” 
Who knows?,-— If Rudolph 
Hess 
had 
get ten 
through to 
Churchill 
when 
he 
flew 
to 
England early in World War II 
with a peace plan, some or all 
of 
the 
tragic 
-events 
that 
followed 
might 
have 
con­ 
ceivably 'been avoided. Today, 
Hess is a dazed old nut whose 
custody as the lone prisoner at 
Spandau, a wretched old Ger­ 
m an jail, is shared on a mon­ 
thly basis by the Americans, 
French, British arid Russians. 
It is the last common cause 
and mutual occupation of those 
World War II allies. 
I’d 
bet 
that 
the 
Hundred 
Y ears’ War could have been 
shaved down to, say, half a 
century if some cooler head had 
prevailed.. 
The 
war 
in 
Vietnam 
had 
many good opportunities to stop 
years before it did. If J^hn 
Foster Dulles had emboldened 
President Diem to go forward 
with the country-wide elections 
which 
had 
seemed 
to 
the 


principals at the 1954 Geneva 
Conference to be the best way 
to get a united Vietnam, Ho 
Chi Minh would have won and 
there never would have been 
a 
war 
between 
the 
divided 
sections. 
Ho was a highly respected 
personage both North and South 
of what is now the DMZ. He 
received: substantial aid from 
the 
U.S., 
via 
'the 
OSS 
(forerunner of the CIA) in his 
resistance against the Japanese 
invaders in World War II. 
After the war started, there 
were lesser opportunities, but 
still they were opportunities, 
LBJ could have ordered, a much 
closer account of the raid of 
the North Vietnamese PT boats 
cn our destroyers, Maddox and 
C. Turner Jay, 
which 
were 
reconnoitering in North Viet- 
■name.se waters when attacked. 
It was, at the very most, a 
mild skirmish. No American 
was hurt, neither of the ships 
was more than scratched. By 
the same token, the Congress, 
including 
Sen. 
J. 
W iliam 
Fulbright, could have held up 
the Tonkin Bay Resolution long 
enough to ponder what it might 
lead to. 
The 
cease-fire in Vietnam, 
impending return of the POWs 
and troops, has nothing to do 
with any 
victory scored, by 
either of the conflicting sides. 
“ Unconditional surrender” has 
become as archaic as “ domino 
theory” or “ the right of self- 
determ ination.” 
The war has ccme to a pause 
because a sufficient number of 
warmakers 
concluded, “W hat 
the hell are we fighting for?” 
President Nixon’s trips to China 
and the Soviet Union, and the 
accords that accrued, made it 
an 
anachronism 
to 
continue 
spilling blood and treasure In 
a far off land to protect; what 
has 
become 
a. 
Fascist 
dic­ 
tatorship, South Vietnam, from 
the slings and arrows of a 
Communist 
apparatus, 
North 
Vietnam. 
Why touch glasses with Chou 
En-lai and Brezhnev on the one 
hand, and pledge peace eternal, 
and keep punching away in a 
place that 
wants 
neither of 
them, and none of Nixon. 
The war simply went out of 
fashion, like the guillotine and 
'the electric chair.

despite smoking and drinking

LONDON — Drink four 
cups of rum and smoke up 
to 60 cigarets a day and 
still live 100 years, or even 
longer. 
T hat 
is 
a 
surprisingly 
common experience in the 
valley of Vilcambamba, a 
strange sort of “Shangri-la 
in Ecuador.” according to 
Dr. David Davies. 
Davies, 
zoologist 
and 
m em ber of the gerontology 
unit «at University College 
London, reports on the great 
life 
spans of the 
valley 
residents in the latest issue 
of New Scientist. 
When death finally does 
overtake 
the 
people 
of 
Vilcambamba, he says, it is 
“ usually the result of an 
accident, 
or of 
catching 
influenza 
from 
the 
few 
outsiders 
who 
visit 
the 
place.” 
Davies notes that unusual 
life 
spans 
have 
been 
rem arked 
in some 
other 
parts of the world, notably 
the Russian Caucasus, but 
says the lack of records has 
cast doubt on these. 
ROMAN CATHOLICS 
In the case of the Valley 
of Vilcambamba, however, 
he 
s«ays, 
the pecple 
are 
Roman Catholics and have 
baptism al certificates that 
provide evidence “ difficult 
to doubt.” 
Davies suggests as clues 
to the people’s longevity the 
utter 
tranquility 
of 
the 
valley, its equable climate, 
the low-calorie diet, using 
very little meat but a lot 
of fruit and vegetables. 
He also observed on his 
visit to the valley that the 
old people generally were 
still regularly occupied in 
useful tasks such as hoeing 
their gardens. 
This, 
he said, “ perhaps 
gives 
them a feeling of 
usefulness, because they are 
contributing something 
to 
the whole family — a factor 
that 
sociologists 
are 
in­ 
creasingly realizing to be of 
im portance to mental, if not

physical, well being.” 
th e two oldest people in 
the 
valley, 
according 
to 
Davies, 
whose report 
in­ 
cludes a picture of them, 
are Jose David, 142, and 
Miguel 
Carpió, 
123, 
both 
rem arkably sturdy looking. 


NOT EXCEPTIONAL 
But 
«they 
are 
not 
ex­ 
ceptional. Statistics indicate 
that more than 7 per cent 
of the valley residents Uve 
past age 80. compared with 
well under 1 per cent for 
Ecuador as a whole. 
The 
local 
people, 
ac­ 
cording to Davies, attribute 
their 
long 
lives 
to 
the 
various 
herb 
teas 
they 
drink. 
Doctors, 
however, 
doubt this. 
Davies notes that while 
the people drink two to four 
cups of rum a day and 
smoke 40 to 60 cigarettes, 
the rum if unrefined and the 
tobacco is grown in their 
gardens and then wrapped 
either in leaves or toilet 
paper to make cigarettes. 
And, he adds, there is 
v e r y 
little 
room 
for 
“dissipation” in the lives of 
the 
valley 
people 
and 
“certainly no high living.” 
T h e i r 
meals 
consist 
chiefly of a grain 
soup, 
com, yuka which is a kind 
of root, beans and potatoes, 
plus oranges, bananas and 
a little refined sugar. 
They eat only about 1 
ounce of meat per week, 
ingest almost no fat, and 
take in an average of only 
1,700 calories per day — 
half the average in Britain. 
The valley was 
settled 
about 400 years ago by the 
Spanish and has seen very 
little 
unrest, 
political 
or 
otherwise. 
Since 
then, 
it 
gets about the same amount 
of sun every day all year, 


the 
tem perature 
is 
an 
almost constant 66 degrees, 
and a steady breeze always 
blows 
from 
the 
sam e 
direction. 
SMALL FARMS 
Davies also noted that not 
only do most of the older 
people in the valley live on 
isolated small farms rather 
than in the main village 
(population 900), hut they 
seldom 
even 
visit 
the 
village. 
Thus, it would seem, they 
escape 
even 
any 
m inor 
degree of “urban” tension. 
Hypertension, 
heart 
disease 
and 
cancer 
are 
‘ ‘ c o m p a r a t i v e l y un­ 
common,” 
according 
to 
Davies. 
He concludes that “ the 
natural 
environment 
of 
centenarians is worthy of 
study” and says that in the 
case of Vilcambamba “ it 
would 'be worthwhile for the 
World Health Organization 
to undertake a study and 
protect the valley in some 
way 
until 
it 
has 
been 
completely investigated.”

WASHINGTON - Young 
girls who lose their fathers 
through divorce or death 
run into problems as teen­ 
agers in coping with men, 
either because they are too 
promiscuous or too shy, a 
recent study says. 
Although 
psychologists 
have known for almost 30 
years that 'boys who lose 
their fathers 'before the age 
o f 
6 
show 
feminine 
characteristics 
— 
which 
they 
later 
outgrow 
— 
scrutiny 
of 
life 
without 
fathers for girls has begun 
only in the past few years. 
Girls in the study, which 
appeared in the February 
issue of Psychology Today, 
whether their mothers were 
divorced or separated, did 
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n o t 
develop 
masculine 
characteristics. 
In faot, the study notes, 
‘ ‘ T h e y 
showed 
more 
dependency, and were more 
likely than girls from intact 
families to seek instruction, 
guidance and aid from adult 
women at the (recreational) 
center” 
where the study 
took place. 
While their relationships 
with women 'were healthy, 
the study said, the girls 
s h o w e d 
‘‘inappropriate 
b e h a v i o r around men” 
because of their ‘‘lack of 
opportunity to develop the 
emotional 
security 
and 
(social) skills” to deal with 
men 
which 
most 
girls 
acquire from their fathers. 
INSECURE 
However, the two groups 
of fatherless girls — those 
whose fathers had divorced 
their mothers, 
and 'those 
whose fathers had died — 
displayed their insecurity 
with 
men 
in 
strikingly 
different ways, the study 
said. 
‘‘Girls whose fathers had 
died exhibited severe sexual 
a n x i e t y , 
shyness 
and 
discomfort 
around males. 
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Girls whose; fathers were 
absent 'because of divorce 
e x h i b i t e d tension and 
inappropriately 
assertive, 
seductive, 
or 
sometimes 
promiscuous behavior with 
male peers and adults,” the 
study said.

Firemen summoned to a burn­ 
ing North Memphis home Sat­ 
urday night found the bodies of 
three young people, police said, 
all of them slain and one bru­ 
tally beaten.

The victims were identified 
as Arthur Myers Jr., 26; his 
wife, Marilyn, also 26, and a 
brother, Huron Myers, 20. 
Capt. R. A. Cochran said the 
man and wife had each been 
shot once in the head with a | 
shotgun. The 
younger Myers 
had his throat slashed so deep­ 
ly, Cochran said, that his head 
almost was severed. 
“The brother had been se­ 
verely beaten, his faced was 
smashed and his jaw broken; 
and teeth knocked out,” said 
Cochran. 
All three were found in the 
couple’s blood splattered bed­ 
room, 
authorities 
said.

NEW YORK — You're George Allen, who took a 
shot. 
No man goes farther than a guy who makes his 
play and backs it. That’s the limit of any solid man. 
You challenged the basic logic of the football philoso­ 
phers when you came to the Washington Redskins 
from the Los Angeles Rams. You decided you would 
stick with a lot of used guys you brought from the 
Earns with you instead of ransacking the colleges for 
kids. 
Age intimidates the mandarins of all sports. Even 
you must respect their opinion now because Don Shula 
is the coach of the champions after he beat you in the 
Super Bowl with the Miami Dolphins. But you went 
down your way. This might console a smaller man, 
but you are strictly a winner-loser guy. You realize a 
coach isn’t paid big money merely because he has an 
original idea and is true to it 'The innovator must win, 
too. Your angle worked until the Super Bowl, and you 
had a spectacular season. You turned the Redskins 
around when Vinnie Lombardi hadn’t. 
SOLO EFFORT 
There is no copout. Owners demand champion­ 
ships when a coach has a capable team. And you lost 
with a team you proudly put together. You do a single. 
You can’t have any partners in failure or success. But 
nothing should throw you in Washington after what you 
went through with the Rams. Your flaw as a coach is 
a common one. You didn’t win a title. 
There were good seasons and bad ones, but at the 
. finish you and the late Danny Reeves weren’t getting 
along. The stories out of L.A. moved along the wires, 
claiming that you refused to discuss any business with 
the man who paid your wages. You were described 
as a players’ coach who was hostile to management. 
Players trust you. They should, your critics contend. 
You buy their loyalty with extravagant salaries to get 
them on your side. You are, the rappers insist, a fast 
man with an owner’s dollar. The players figure you 
as a stand-up guy who treats them decently. 
" 
Most other coaches acknowledge your undisputed 
"ability, but they appear to consider it a personal af­ 
front when they lose to you. They describe you as be­ 
ing coldly efficient, too ruthlessly precise, too tidy for 
them. Your presence transforms football into a game 
of chess with people, they intimate. 
The mandarins are held in the bondage of old 
myths. The majority couldn’t understand why Edward 
Bennett Williams, the president of the Redskins, would 
go looking for trouble by hiring you. But Williams, 
who is also a great attorney, is an outsider too. He 
wanted a strong coach to succeed Lombardi. He saw 
some of Lombardi’s traits in your character. Lom­ 
bardi was independent and did things his way, and all 
by himself. Players were devoted to him too, but he 
also got along with the boss. 
COMMON COMPARISON 
Many guys in football put you away as a big boy 
scout. They celebrate Lombardi as a monument to 
football. So influential was his personality that the 
owners forgave him for diminishing the size of their 
gam e with his domineering presence. 
All football 
seemed to belong to Lombardi. Lombardi was a per­ 
suasive man who convinced players they were better 
than they were. 
You can con old guys into believing they are kids 
again. Your idea of senior citizen football was sus­ 
pected as a trick that would hock the Redskins' future 
but provoke some selfish applause for you.

NEW YORK (AP) - Eleven 
mayors who toured urban proj­ 
ects threatenéd with cutbacks 
by President Nixon’s budget 
proposals vowed Sunday to take 
their fight to the Congress to 
head off reductions in federal 
social programs 
In a tent beside the construc­ 
tion site of a water treatment 
plant on the Hudson River, the 
mayors announced they were 
dispatching 
San

Mayor Joseph Alioto, a Demo­ 
crat, 
to 
meet 
with 
House 
Speaker Carl Albert in Wash­ 
ington Monday. 
He will present the mayors’ 
objections to cuts proposed by 
Nixon in urban aid programs 
for the remainder of fiscal 1973 
and for fiscal 1974 — cuts the 
administration says are neces­ 
sary to fight 
inflation 
and 
eliminate failed or no longer 
needed programs. 
Milwaukee 
Mayor 
Henry 
Maier, also a Democrat, said 
the mayors detected in the 
F resident’s 
budget 
message 
“the long shadow of a dis- 
astious trend by the adminis­ 
tration to cut the giant social 
programs.” 
Aiioto said the administration 
haa ‘ welched’’ on a promise 
not to use the enactment last 
year of general federal revenue 
sharing as an excuse to cut oth­ 
er forms of federal aid to 
cities. “So we’re going to Wash­ 
ington to fight this out and 
we ll win in Congress because 
the facts and equity are on our 
side,” he said. 
The mayors, members of the 
bipartisan 
Legislative 
Action 
Committee of the U.S. Confer 
ence of Mayors, then met pri­ 
vately to discuss further strate­ 
gy. Their tour was the second 
salvo in a fight by city officials 
over the budget. On Saturday, 
the conference and its sister or­ 
ganization, the National League 
of Cities, which together repre­ 
sent 14,883 cities, issued a staff 
analysis critical of cuts in the 
budget. 
In addition to going to Con­ 
gress. the mayors were also 
considering 
suggestions 
that 
they hold hearings around the 
nation on the impact of the cuts 
and that they crank up a new 
“road show” bv the Legislative 
Action 
Committee. 
The com­ 
mittee, which was nicknamed 
“ the big dog and pony show” 
by staff members as it toured 
the nation in 1971 and 1972, suc­ 
cessfully drummed up support 
for general revenue sharing 
and public employment legisla­ 
tion. 
Sunday’s bus tour was the 
first appearance since last Sep­ 
tember for the committee. The 
mayors and a coterie of news­ 
men in buses visited two hous­ 
ing projects, a group of 140 
young men hired under the 
Model Cities program and the 
water treatment plant. 
Andrew Kerr, city Housing 
and

trator, said that withdrawal of 
anticipated 
feceral 
subsidies 
would send the rents on 5,700 
housing units now under con­ 
struction from $20 to $40 a 
room up to $75 to $80 a room. 
On an. East Harlem street, 
the mayors reviewed 140 of the 
city's 2,000 uniformed commu­ 
nity services officers hired un­ 
der the Model Cities program 
to assist the fire, police and 
sanitation departments. 
The mayors were told that 
re auctions in Model Cities mon­ 
ey would force the city to cut in 
half plans to hire 1.000 more to 
hein keep peace In the violence- 
plagued city schools. 
At the water treatment plant, 
the mayors were told that the 
city needed onlv $750 million to 
complete plants that would end 
the city's dumping of raw sew­ 
age in New York harbor. But 
Martin Lang, city Water Re­ 
sources 
commissioner, 
said 
that '$500 million which was to 
come from the federal govern­ 
ment was now in doubt.

Alioto and 
Maier, mayors 
on the tour 
were:

“ You hit on my key problem. 
I’ve no base from which to 
speak. Heinz U.S. Rep. H. John

ooming governor if I get the 
nomination, than I do of gettingj 
nominated.”

To have a 
chance of being the Republican 
choice in the' 1974 election, 
Lewis must first bridge the rec­ 
ognition gap separating himself 
from them. 
¡“GAME PLAN” 
He says he has a “game 
plan” to do just that. One of 
the first steps is “calling on 
¡Washington 
political 
person­ 
alities and “ I have some speak­ 
ing engagements.” 


Andrew L. Lewis (he prefers 
“Drew” ) 
is 
p r e s i d e n t 
of Snelling & Sneiling, Inc., the 
world’s 
biggest 
employment 
agency. He is also the state’s 
GOP finance committee chair­ 
man, has been a central figure 
in the powerful Montgomery 
C o u n t y 
Republican 
organ­ 
ization, and in 1968 was the 
campaign manager who steered 
underdog 
Richard 
Schweiker 
into the U.S. Senate. 


Lewis says he’s been encour­ 
aged to run by Republican fig­ 
ures including Rep. Kenneth B. 
Lee, 
R-vSullivan, 
the. 
state 
House speaker, and he could 
presumably count on some sup­ 
port from Schweiker. 
Except for a few pet con­ 
cerns such as taxes should en­ 
courage business growth and 
gun 
control 
“ an 
inefficient 
means 
to 
control 
misuse”, 
Lewis 
avoids 
talking 
about 


most issues. “At the present 
time I couldn’t comment in­ 
telligently,” 
'he 
says 
when 
asked about his views on abor­ 
tion, 
milk 
price 
regulation, 
wiretapping. “This is what I’m 
spending time on now.” 
STILL SHAKY 
While tes broad political foun­ 
dations may still 'be: shaky, 
Lewis is a smooth adminis­ 
trator in the business world and 
in the domain of inner-circle 


Republicans. He emphasizes his 
“getting things done” abilities 
and notes that he and his politi­ 
cal antithesis, former Phila­ 
delphia Mayor Richardson Dil- 
worth, get along just fine as 
trustees of the financially-trou­ 
bled Reading Railroad. That’s 
because of his “problems are 
solvable” approach to things, 
he says. 
How well can he finance a 
campaign? 


“I’m not wealthy . . . there’s 
no Lewis ketchup out yet,” he 
says, referring to his Republi­ 
can rival, who is heir to the 
Heinz family’s food products 
empire. 
“But there would be no prob­ 
lem putting together finances 
for a campaign. I’m convinced 
I can put together two million 
dollars,” the amount he figures 
he’d need to run. “If I couldn’t, 
I wouldn’t be Involved.”
